Independent claims 1, 46, and 64. as amended, present new issues directed to the added limitations of randomly receiving non-voice 
input and creating a word list, and the deleted limitations of a pre-processing step to define content expected to be received. The 
amendments require a new search and/or application and consideration of new prior art. 

Additionally, the limitation of "randomly" receiving text input suggests issues of new matter and/or indefiniteness as to scope. The term 
"randomly" is not expressly disclosed by the Specification, the term is not an accepted term of art for the claimed subject matter, and the 
distinction that Applicants are trying to draw is not clear from the scope of the claims. Applicants are attempting to distinguish over the 
prior art, but the distinction has no basis in Applicants' Specification. 
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
